Dear Mr. Paddock: 
An article in your paper last 
week mentioned an expected break 
in the Northwest conference in 
which it was stated that probably 
the schools playing football would 
form a conference leaving Palatine, 
Bensenville, Ela, Wauconda and 
Antioch to form a new loop. 
There is no question 
that the 
conference is getting too large and 
J that the addition of more large 
schools would make the situation 
still worse. Right now the big four, 
Leyden, 
Arlington, 
I,ake 
Forest 
and Libertyville have from 150 to 
250 more students than the largest 
of the other eight. 
In 
fact five 
schools of the conference are not 
half the size of any of the big four. 
The ideal conference is eight school > 
and not 12 or 14. 
Do the large schools feel that 
they would rather compete among 
themselves than play the small 
ones? Do they feel that they have 
everything to lose and nothing to 
win in playing schools half their 
size? Do they feel that the small 
schools are not a drawing card be­ 
cause of the inequality? It seems 
that the large schools advocate the 
split, but it would appear that the 
small ones have the most reason 
for complaint. 
Every addition to 
membership in the loop decreases 
the chances for the small schools to 
make a satisfactory showing. 
I think that many fans would 
favor a split in the conference but 
I feel that such a split should be on 
the basis of enrollment and not on 
the basis of playing football. Sev­ 
eral of the small schools would b? 
likely to revive football if assured 
of meeting sc hools of their own size. 
The five small schools are not likely 
to be happy at the prospect of be­ 
ing pushed out to shift for them­ 
selves any more than would the Big 
Four. It seems that the only ac­ 
ceptable split would be one where 
each division could be assured of 
at least half the present member­ 
ship. 
More schools are being consider­ 
ed for membership, but they would 
be additions to the group with large 
enrollment. 
Is there anyway to 
meet the problems without a split?
